Another witness, who also had an 
opportunity of observing gar , wae a soldier 
who was in the third coach of the train, and he 
saw on the platform a group of men who fired 
& shot into the compartment where the police 
had been. The witness spw Murphy was in 
that group, He was wearing khaki trousers, 
and was culling out for a soldier's rifle to shoot 
a sergeant. ‘The prisoncr actually came up to 
the witness mentioned for a rifle “to shoot the 
police, but thé witness told the accised that 
he would get no rifle from him. ‘Murphy then 
disappeared towards the end of the train. When 
arrested ou the 24th September and charged 
with the murder, accused said “ I have nothing 
to say. I had nothing to do with it” Subse- 
quenily two witnesses, brought out separately, 
without hesitation identified Murphy among 
17 other men placed with him, os the tall man 
with the khaki trousers, who had been callin 
for a rifle on the platform. That, said counsél, 
was the c against Murphy. If the Court 
thought that the acoused hed been taking « 
concerting pert with the assassins he wo 
then be guilty of murder. If the Uourt thought, 
on the other hand, that he was not concerned 
in the murders at all, but that hig presence wac 
merely cas ia] or occidental, and that happening 
to be there he intervened through a re- 
hension of what was rring, the Court might 
be dis to doubt that the case had been 
sufficiently proved by the Crown to justify them 
in finding the accused not guilty. 

I THE EVIDENCE. 

A sergeant of the escort travelli from 
Thurles to Cork stated that when the train 
reached Knocklong Station a number of men 
rushed info the carriage shouting, “ Kill them 
kill them!’ (‘Witness was struck on the head 
and knocked uneconscious.. When he recovered 
he picked up a rifle, and fired at a number o 
men running away. He saw two men hold up de- 
ceased in the corridor, and he fired through 
the window “at the man who was behind his 
back. The man was hit, becanse blood appeared 
on his face, and he disappeared. He fired at 
other men running on the line in the direction 
of Cork, and also at some of the men who ran 
into the fields. The people he saw running 
away wore rainproof coats and hats and caps. 
He did not eee accused there that evening. 

In reply to Mr. O'Connor, witness said that 
when he recovered consciousness there was 4 
dead policeman in the carriage, and he knew 
that a murderous attack had been made en his 
comrades. 

Mr. O’Connor-—I suggest to you you sew 
“ted” for a Moment? 

“ Yes,” replied the witness, who continued 
to say that he fired twenty-four shots. When 
he returned to the platform he wae still 
excited 


the train reached Knocklong’ he heard three 
revolver shots. On looking out of the ‘window 
he eaw a man on the platform with « police. 
man’s carbine in his right hand and blood on 
his face. The man tried and failed to raise the 
rife, and went in the direction of the rere of 
the train. While assisting a policeman in a 
carriage he heard a man shout, “Give me a 
rife and I will shoot him.” He saw it was 
»the accused, who was some distance away with 
some people. He went, to the assistance of 
Constable Enright, whose revolver he took. 
Sergeant Wallace was brought in by some 
railwaymen to thé earriage. He did not at 
any time see accused come to the assistance of 
Constable Enright. 

Queapioned by Mr. Lynch, witness said that 
he saw Murphy near the carriage talking a bit 
loud to people in the compartments. He was 
not rushing about. 

lf the young lady ewears that Murphy” was 
in the compartgient with her will you contra- 
dict. her? I did not see him there. 

A military witness, who was a passenger on 
the train, ¢tated that he noticed Murphy among 
a number of men on fhe platform. ter he 
saw accused ne down the pleiioree making 
use of bad ee» ons, and calling out, “ Give 
me a rifle.” He said to witness, “Give me a 
rife and I will shoot him.” Witness said he 
would get no rifle. 

Evidence as to the arrest of Murphy was 
given by @ policeman, who stated that accused 
said, “I have nothing to say; I had nothing to 
do with it.” 

Another police witness stated that after the 
occurrence accused when questioned by him 
eaid that he was at a corner near the railway 
station when he heard what he knew to be a 
rifle shot; he ran to the platform of the station, 
dnd saw a policeman firing and jumping off the 
platform on to the permanent way; he 
(Murphy) then went to the assistance of a man 
in the train whom he found wo be a poli 

COUNSEL FOR THE DEFENCE. 
} Mr. Lynch, for the Scoused, asked for a 
direction on the ground that evidence equally 
consistent with guilt and imnocence was not 
sufficient to warrant & conviction. If any 
doubt operated in the mind of the Court the 
accused was entitled to an acquittal. 

The Prosecutor, in feply, eaid that it was 
not a quéstion pf law, but a question <«f fact 
as to whether évidence was equally’ consistent 
with guilt or inflocence. He, however, «greed 
with Mr. Lynch that if evidence was consistent 
equally with innocence and guilt the Court was 
entitled to find the gccw<d not guilty.

NOT GUILTY. 

On reassembling the Judge Advocate an- 
nounced that the Court had found the accused 
not guilty on all the charges. 

Accused wae then arraigned on the charge of 
the murder of -Constable Michael Enright on 
the same occasion, ere was an alternative 
charge of manslaughter. 

The Prosecutor said that having regard to 
the finding of the Court in the ease just tried, 
and to the fact’ that the evidence on this 
charge wonld be precisely similar as in the jast 
case. he proposed to offer no evidence. 

The Court accordingly found the accused not 
guilty of both charges, and he was released,

A despatch from Baghdad to the Daily 
Telegraph throws some light on the nature 
of Britain 's engagements in Mesopotamia— 
the most inexorable of her various “ man- 
dates.” Her responsibilities are military, 
political, and financial. She must put the 
néw Arab State of Irak on its feet, must 
help to organise its police and develop its 
resources, and, for her own protection, 
must maintain a body of British troops 
in the country. The new Defence Ministry

NATIONAL BOARD'S PROPOSAL 


FARMERS OPPOSE INCREASES. 
On March llth the Agricultural Wages Board 
for Ireland gave notice that it proposed to vary 
its Order of April, 1920, by providing the follow- 
ing minimum rates of wages :—Group I., 4s. per 
week: Group IT., 32s. Over twenty years of 
age—Group I., 37s. 6d.; Group I1., 35s. 6d. The 
Board announced, at the same time, thai it 
would consider, in accordance with the Act, any 
objectiong to the proposed Order which might 
be lodged with it not later than April 12th. 

Publication of these facts has been answered 
by numerous complaints in the Irish Times bv 
farmers who say that the increase of wages is 
not justified, and by one letter of protest from a 
member of the Clare and Limerick Dvstrict 
Wages Committee. This committee-man demes

Although far more powerful 
than any American warships now in commission, 
the Colorado Class will surpassed by the 
other six battleships authorised in 1916, known 
as the Massachusetts-lowa Class.

Colonel Newman asked

Mr. Lloyd George said that he thought he 
could give hon. members the assurance they 
desired as to British property in Russia. This 
was a purely trading agreement, recognising the 
Soviet Government as the de facto Government 
of Russia, which undoubtedly it was, No one 
looking at the events of the last two or three 
years could challenge it. It was not a Treaty 
cf Peace. It was the desire of the Government 
to clear up all these questions and get a general! 
settling up of all outstanding differences 
throughout the whole of Europe and that part 
of.

It was a grave misfortune that 
the invitation that was extended to the Soviet 
Government to discuss all these questions with 
the Great Powers of the West was not accepted. 
That invitation was extended by us with the 
assent of France. Owing to the refasal of that 
invitation we were driven to fall back on this 
arrangement, which left open all . ques- 
tions raised by hon. members, but safeguarded 
them by the very words of the agreement. 
words were very comprehensive. All claims 
against the Government of Russia, either in re- 
spect of loans or goods supplied, or any claims 
in respect of our nationals for injuries done— 
they had all been reserved for discussion when 
there was a general settlement of all disputes 
between the Russian Government and our- 
selves. He was advised by those who gave legal 
imions to the Government on these subjects 
that they had been all completely safeguarded. 

CLAIMS OF NATIONALS, 

He could give an emphati¢ assurance that in 
respect of the claims of our nationals it was in- 
tended to press them, That was also made 
clear hy the President of the Board of Trade 
at his interviews. It was true that the Russians 
on their part stated that they had 
claims in respect of inflicted by 
us upon their nationals. It was not 
for him to say whether those claims were good 
or bad; that could be discussed at the general 
clearing up. That indicated that they realised 
fully that our claims had not been abandoned 
and that we meant to insist on them.
